NEW  AND  LATE  VARIETIES 

PINK  CLOUD  (ID)  New  (Gmmnah) 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  New  England  show 
at  Boston.  Scored  83  at  Storrs  1934.  The  color  is  mallow  pink 
with  tones  of  rose  pink,  reverse  lighter.  Very  attractive  and  a 
graceful  beauty.  Watch  it  at  the  shows  next  year.

DADDY  KEMP  (ID)  New  (Kemp) 

This  is  every  inch  a  man’s  flower,  and  one  of  the  most  spectacular 
dahlias.  In  color  it  is  a  rich  purplish  red,  the  flowers  attain  im¬ 
mense  size,  often  14  inches  and  over  and  5  to  7  inches  in  depth. 
The  plant  is  a  vigorous  grower,  has  many  branches  and  a  prolific 
bloomer  and  should  be  grown  to  four  stocks  the  plant  to  insure 
the  best  stems.  On  Hart's  1934  Honor  Roll,  Plants  Only  $5-00 

BLACK  KNIGHT  (ID)  New  (Kemp) 

We  are  unable  to  find  a  color  in  Ridgeway's  color  chart  that  matches 
the  color  of  this  giant  dahlia.  The  nearest  is  dark  velvety  maroon, 
almost  black.  The  flowers  are  of  great  size  often  up  to  14  inches 
in  diameter,  held  high  above  the  foliage  on  stiff  stems.  Plant  is 
a  strong  grower,  6  to  7  feet  tall,  and  wide  spreading  and  prolific 
of  bloom,  from  early  till  frost.  Plants  Only  $3.75 

ADORABLE  (ID)  (Angell) 

The  color  of  this  beauty  is  pinard  yellow,  outer  petals  flesh  pink, 
and  a  prolific  bloomer.  Has  a  good  stem  and  good  growing  habits. 
This  variety  scored  86  at  the  Storrs  trial  garden.

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ALMIRA  (ID)  (Angell) 

A  fine  tall  plant  with  beautiful  blooms  of  white,  variegated  with 
light  phlox  purple,  back  of  petals  also  phlox  purple.  Has  a  good 
stem.

MY  PARTNER  (ID)  (Angell) 

Another  of  Mr.  Angells  that  is  very  fine.  The  color  is  white,  outer 
rows  of  petals  shaded  with  rose  pink  This  is  a  very  prolific 
bloomer  and  a  tall  grower.

CADET  (SC) 

Light  primrose  yellow,  and  somewhat  similar  in  formation  to  Satan. 
The  petals,  long,  well-rolled  and  be  slightly  incurved.  Will  grow 
large  on  a  tall  straight  stalk,  very  attractive  in  the  garden.

EXCELL  GLORY  (FD) 

A  seedling  from  Jersey’s  Beauty  only  a  much  better  growing  plant. 
The  foliage  is  heavy  dark  green,  it  is  a  fine  root  maker  also  a  free 
bloomer.  Has  a  long  stiff  stem  holding  the  blooms  well  above  the 
foliage.  The  color  when  fully  open  is  shell  pink  with  white  shad¬ 
ings.  None  better  for  cutting.  Roots  $2.00  Plants  $1.00 

ELIS S A  LANDI  (FD) 

A  solid  color  of  brilliant  coral.  A  prolific  bloomer  with  a  long 
strong  stem,  plant  growth  is  perfect  and  a  good  keeper.

Brilliant  oriental  scarlet  and  golden  yellow,  fine  plant  and  a  great 
stem.
